Watehes. 

Nowadays, watches are easily ob- 
ed and as easily carried, bemg so 
small that a lady can wear one in her 
narrow belt-ribbon— though wo by 
no means approve of that careless 
way of wearing theso useful orna- 
ments, and no lady who values her 
watch for its time-keeping properties 
will so ill-use it. But fancy one of 
our m .dem belles in possession of 
an old-fashioned watch I It was 
originally a comparatively huge and 
" bungling " thing, and was moved 
by weights— in short, it was only a 
" little°clock," a pocket edition there- 
of, as it were. Its cases were at i first 
mado of iron, and on account of the 
weights it had to be borno about in 
a suspended position, as by a cord 
about the neck, baDging down on 
the breast. It was only a little over 
three centuries ago, about the year 
1555, that tue spring was devised, 
doing aw^y with weights, and ren- 
dering tho instrument more readily 
and safely portable. Theso springs 
were then only straight pieces ot 
steel, not ceiled as now, and occtipy- 
ing more space. The watch of those 
days had but one index or hand, and 
required to be wound often, two or 
three times a day. The faeoB on 
dials were of metal, brass usually, 
and the cases were without crystals, 
but opened in front find at tho back, 
not unlike "hunting- watch" cases of 
to day. The case was from five to 
six inches ui diameter — a fashion 
which modern indisposition to "bear 
about largo weights" would hardly 
tolerate. As way bo readily conjec- 
tured, tho watch of those ti mes was 
a very coatly affair, worth moro than 
many a Now England farm now is, 
and requiring a lor.g time in its con- 
struction. It is computed that the 
average value of tho watches of old- 
en days was equivalent to fifteen 
hundred dollars of our currency.

People often argue whether i t is 
best to manure trees in tho fall or 
in the spring, but we think that any 
one who tries it will find that tho 
summer is as good a time as any. 

It might be a sufficient reason for 
this recommendation to say that this 
ia the result of some years of per-, 
sonal experience. But the readers of 
tho Wrekhj Pre&x are reasoning 
people, aud are inclined to inquire 
why, when they are tohl what to do. 
It ia only a few years ago that it has 
been discovered that plants are like 
animals, in this — that they, while ap- 
pearing to be expending their daily 
mmrisbment on continuous growth, 
are really at the same time laying 
up food for to-morrow. Those who 
have examined vegetable cellular 
structure with the microscope tell 
us that the formation is exactly like 
that ot a honeycomb, th« cells lying 
together of a hexagonal shape, as if 
made by bees. But it proves that 
this structure is mire like the illus- 
tration than those who used it sm- 
pecfted, in thu? — that as iu the honey- 
| comb, honey is^storcd up for use at 
a future time, so matter is stored 
up in these little plant cells for the 
future u-o of the plant. 

Thero are jn almost all plants two 
growths during the season. The 
first growth is formed almost wholly 
from the matter stored up in the 
cells of the previous year. About 
midsummer, especially in the apple 
the whole ot the force derived from 
the past year is expended, and it 
stores up a little for a new growth, 
which is soon after made. As the 
season progresses, this later or 
secondary growth also in turn lays 
up some matter in its cells for the 
next season, as tho past season had 
done. 

Trees always like fresh food as
